Julie Fiez, the study's 
principal investigator, said she got the idea of using Morse code in her 
studies from a family member who is an Amateur Radio operator.

"Our interest is in verbal working memory," she 
said, "which is the ability to keep ‘on-line’ for a short time, 
information you can access later." Part 1 of the experiment is an 
assessment of the participant's Morse proficiency.

Sure 'nuff! But the flex-lead on the rly left side req'd unsoldering to 
complete the action. 


Then I employed an ancient trick I've never seen here. That's cutting 
a .25" x 2" strip from a dollar bill, wrapping it around a small screw- 
driver end, & dipping same in PepBoys contact cleaner (Deoxit if you've 
$$$). Then work that rough paper & chemical on each contact 

& voila - back come the shinies.

Hi JOhn, 


In some radios, the higher melting point wax used to secure the end of the wires 
where they exit the winding seems to corrode the wire over time, so unwind a turn 
or two from the outside and see if that helps. 


Failing that, carefully measure the width and OD of the coil pack (to guide the 
rewinding) and unwind from the outside, checking for continuity every 10 turns or 
so. You might get lucky! At any rate, you can count the total turns this way. 
Given that and the coil pack dimensions, I can calculate the inductance. My shelf 
full of handbooks is good for at least that!

The 6HS6 is a fairly limited production tube, coming late in the tube 
era. It is a "hot" sharp cutoff Pentode. 


In the Drake receivers, it's used as a mixer, not an oscillator. The 
6AU6 is less than half the transconductance of the 6HS6 at the voltages 
present in the R-4 series, resulting in considerably less mixer gain, 
and so reduced sensitivity and poorer noise figure. The R-4 has a LOT 
of gain, and an excellent AVC system that tends to mask these 
deficiencies unless you are measuring them. Casual listening "sounds" 
the same, but the ability to dig out a weak one is definitely 
compromised, especially on the higher bands. (Where there aren't any 
signals these days anyway!) :-) 


As for other users, I think Heath used them in the 300 series, and I 
think they were touted as a "Soup-up" in some receivers. 

Today's prices indicate that this may be one of the first tubes we "run 
out of" in the Drake world. The 6HR6 is a reasonable sub, but it's even 
rarer.
